winning a place in the run-off elec- 
tion. Because of the ruling of the 
Fourth court of civil appeals, how- 
ever, there" was considerable spec- 
ujation as to whether the state ex- 
ecutive committee would certify 
Love's name for' the run-off pri- 
mary.
